ORCHID CACTUS 


One of the finest flowering plants for semi-shaded or fully 
shaded places. They are particularly fine when placed in containers 
suitable for hanging on the trunks of trees or against walls, such 
as wire baskets. 


Epiphyllums are a showy group of plants with leaf-like stems 
sometimes jointed but most always long and arching. Sometimes 
they droop in a pleasing way to display the large many-petaled 
flowers which last several days each. The colors are bright, mainly 
in the pinks, reds and yellows with white and orange well repre- 
sented. Many of the red-flowered varieties show light but brilliant 
blue casts in them and are very attractive. 

The culture of these plants is reasonably easy. They like a 
well drained soil and controlled moisture. For this reason they 
should be planted in flower pots and kept on the dry side. The soil, 
a mixture of | part sand, 2 parts leaf mold and | part garden loam, 
is porous and spongy, yet well drained and holding sufficient mois- 
ture for the plants. Top dress in early spring with manure and 
later on about a month after the blooming season using any good 
commercial fertilizer. Although the soil should be moderately moist 
at all times the drainage should be quick and thorough. Epiphyl- 
lums are not desert cacti.
